Labour In Malaya 

~ Championed 
Singapore, Oct. 31.—Com- 
menting to-day on the report 
published here that Gen Douglas 
MacArthur, Allied. Supreme 
Commander in Japan, had com- 
plained of the British slowness 
in repatriating Japanese prison- 
ers-of-war from Singapore and 
Malayu, the Singapore Free 
‘Presa said: “Who put them 
where they arc? “The Japanese 
themselves, waging a war of 
conquest,” 

Referring to the material damage 
dione by the Japanese armies and the 
slaughter of thousands of Asintics by 
direct Massacre or by forced Jabour 
In inhuman conditiony, the paper 
added: "That is the injury to the 
people of Malaya which ennnot be 
repaired ond If a‘ few thouannd 
Japanese are kept behind to make 
food sone of the materlal damage, 
who will complain besides Gen Mac- 
Arthur? . 

“Malaya hos suffered a blow to her 
labour force which cannot be made 
good for years. It will be no hard- 
ship If the Japanese, who caused the 
trouble, were to stay ona little longer 
to help plant rice which hungry 
Malaya needs and to do heavier work 
at the docks, 

“We hope the British Government 
will not be stampeded Into: sending 
the Japanese home from Southeast 
Asia before their reconstruction worl 
ds finished.” 

There are approximately 100,000 
surrendered Japinese in all South-. 
east’ Asia, of whom. about half are 
in Malaya, according .to authoritative 
estimates here.—Reuter, 

Reports Denled : 

Singapore, Oct. 31 (UP).—British 
army sources here to-dny denied the 
United Press report from Bangkok on 
Wednesday that 17,000 Japanese war 
erimes suspects were being held in 
Siam. . 

The British said there were. 170

Major-Gen: Arthur Wilser, ‘“Euro- 


pean Director of tho. company, was |[- 


meeting French members of tho staff 
‘to-night, It is’ understood. the em- 
“Bo: rebintated: hnniedlately’ 

atrike:ends, 


Explosion. Probe 


THREE’.MEN HELD BY 
ITALIAN POLICE 


Rome, Oct. 31 (UP) —Italy’s 
police chief for policial crimes 
said he was holding’ three men 
and Jooking for s fourth in 
connection with the explosion 
which. destroyed one-third of 
the British Emijassy carly on 


‘Thursday. 

He sald he had no “real clue’ to 
the identity of the persons who Icft 
explosives in two nuftenses beneath 
an arch of the Embassy wing, be- 
yond the act that they posted three 
warning signs containing the word 
“Miny"—Pollsh and Hebrew for 
mine—around the building. 

Many Italinn newspapers — blam~ 
ed the Zionists, The Glornale della 
Sern sald, “Suspleion against’ Jews 
In also motivated by the fact that 
there are at present [In Rome 
numerous participants of the Second 
Congress ‘of Zionist revisionists.” 

Carmine Bottlno, chief of the 
Italinn police political investigation 
Department, sald thot both the 
Britlsh and American scerct service 
in Italy were working with him. 
He refused to disclose cither the 
names or the nationalities. of the 
two men arrested In connection with 
the explosion, 

The third mn in custody, the 
only person sdridusly injured by the 
blast, is now In hospital guarded by 
two Carabinieri. He was injured 
when walking post the Embassy at 
the Ume of the explosion. , 

HottIno sald the pallee were seck- 
Ing an unidentified Inuan who knock- 
ed ut the Carabinierl-Guard building 
neur the Embassy before the ex- 
plosion to warn them that two 
strange: looking suitcases had been 
placed on the Embassy doorstep. 
Bottino sald the man apparently 
recelved no reply to his knoci, so 
he rode on a bicycle to the home of 
Romolo Chiarelli, who works as a 
chauffeur for the Embassy, to warn 
him of the suitenses. Chiarellt 
orrived at the Embassy too late to 
prevent. the explosion. 

The British press attache, Mr 
Michnel Stewart, said to-night: “We 
hold no views on the | personulity, 
nationality or motives of whoever 
did it, It Is an Italian matter. We 
are still awalting word from the 
Forelin Office in London.” 

Meanwhile, the torrential 
pour, which has been almost con- 
tlnuous in Rome since .midnight, is 
undermining portions of the | Em- 
bassy adjoining the wreeked section, 
The structure was without steel 
reinforcement.

“AMERICA STANDS FIRM 
ON POTSDAM AGREEMENT 


Washington, Oct. 31.—The Secretary of State, Mr 
James Byrnes, diselosed at a press conference here to-day 
that he will request next month’s meeting of the Council 
of Foreign Ministers to appoint special fulltime deputies 
‘to study the whole’ problem of the Germann peace treaties. 


The Seeretary of State declar- 
ed that the United States Gov- 
ernment will stand firm on the 
Potsdam Agreement in any, dis- 
cussion on the economic unifica- 
lion of Germany or reparations 
and it expects. other govern- 
ments to abide by that agree- 


ment also, 

Mr Byrnes added, ‘however, that 
he did’ not expect the Foreign 
Ministers to get down to discussion 
of the German problem, at least 
until November, 20, and even then 
he. could not “be sure, that any 
fruitful talks would resuit, he said. 

The Sceretary ‘of State disclosed, 
“nevertheless, that he had ordered 
Gen Lucius Clay, Miltary Governor 
of the United States Zone of 
Germany, and Mr. Robert Murphy, 
Ambassador to Germany, to return 
from Berlin on November 20. to 
consult with him preparatory to the 
Big’ Four examination of 
German peace: treaty. 

Mr Byrnes pointed out that the 
Foreign Ministers had agreed, first, 
to dea! finally with the five satellite 
peace treaties’ before turning to the 
German problem. - 
to them to declde whether it was 
possible to achleve adequate dis- 
cussion. on this subject. before the 
General Assembly meeting finished, 
or Whether it would be advisable to 
-[ -flxa—mectlng- some._two_or—-three’ 
weeks hence at a definite future date 
in Europe. , . 

He declined to say whether he had 
actually prepared the draft peuce 
treaty for a conquered nation, but 


.| disclosed that he would propose each
